RIVERS OVERFLOW

(CAUSING DAMAGE

IN THREE STATES

Oblo, Indiana and Illinois Streams
Overflow Banks Causing Damage

No Fear of Flood In the
Ohio TaUey.

"NO FLOOD DANGER"
The Ohio River will rise abont

10 feet Saturday and Sunday and
then become stationary, Weather-
man Devereattx announced Satur-
day. The crest will not go over
4i or 41 feet, he slated. It will
become stationary Sunday night
or Monday morning. "There Is no
flood danger at this time," Dever-eau- x

said.

Chicago, April 15. Following five
weeks of almost continuous rain, riv
ers in tho Mississippi, Ohio and Mis-

souri basins were overflowing today,
causing millions of dollars' property
loss and Intense suffering.

Hundreds have been driven from
their homes.

The heaviest loss will be suffered
by farmers through drowning of live
stock and through inability to get Into
their fields to prepare fr crops, duo
to the useasonnble weather.

The damage was most severe along
the Illinois River, where levees have
given way, flooding thousands of

acres of land.
Families In East Peoria fled to

higher ground last night on warning
that a levee protecting the district
might give wpy at any minute, re-

leasing a wall of water.
Railroad trains, running over

"rubber" tracks on a roadbed under-

mined by wator.. crept along at five
miles an hour. In many places the
rails were under water.

Refugees crowded schools and
churches. Trucks and autos through-

out the night carried household be-

longings to higher ground.
The water, which has covered

three-fourth- s of the city of Beards-tow-

111., still was rising today. More
than half the population there was

driven from home.

Rivera and streams surged over

their banks today In the biggest flood
Indiana has seen since 1913.

Cessation of rain today halted the
rapid rlBe of waters In Ohio tribu
taries of the Hocking River.

A flood nearly as great as that of

191" was threatened during the night,

and warnings wero sent to communi-

ties In the Scioto and Olentangy val-

leys.

They were at Meade Station, about
four miles out of Ashland, when their
machine was fired into, the bullet
passing through Miss Darby's head,
causing her death almost Instantly.

The young people In the car did not
realize the girl was dead, but drove
on to this city, taking her to the
King's Daughters hospital, when she
waa found lifeless.

No arrests have been made, but the
name of a suspect has been given to
the police.

The shot was fired by a man in a
passing automobile.

GUIDE HER HUSBAND

FROM SPIRIT WORLD

Newark Woman, Crazed on Spiritual-
ism, Kills Her Baby son and

Attempts to Take Her
Own Life.

Newark. N. J., April 14. Mrs.
Maud Fancher, who swallowed poison
yesterday, after elaylng her baby son,
Cecil Raymond, hoped to guide her
husband to happiness as an emancl-patte- d

spirit. Sho is at death's door in
the City Hospital.

The story of her belief In Spiritual-
ism was told In three letters one of
twenty pages, written before she took
the poison, one after the baby's death,
and the third bb she was

herself.
Mr. Fancher said today that soon

after they wero married in Detroit,
three years ago, he and his wife at
tended a seance at a private home in
that city and both talked to their dead
parents. Since that time, he said,
Mrs. Fancher had taken a great Inter
est in Spiritualism.

"That seance," he said, "put the
whole idea into her head. She thought
she could do better for me If she were
dead, and would guide me from
heaven."

Mrs. Fancher's health hnd been very
poor since the birth of their son, and
she felt, her letters indicated, that her
death would relieve her husband of a
severe handicap She took the baby's
life because sho could not bear to
think of some one else caring for the
hoy, she said.

Coun y Is Given Life
Iuprlsonmend

GrayBon, Ky., April 15. Jim Bar
ker, charged with the killing of Dan-
ny Sparks in Elliott county last June
when his sister, his aged
rather and brother were slain by al-
leged moonshiners as the Sparks fam-
ily was returning from church, waa
found guilty in the Circuit Court Fri-
day and sentenced to life imprison-
ment in the Stato

Richard Sparks recently was
to life imprisonment for tho

murder of Mary Sparks, Danny
Sparks' sister, who thew
herself In front of her brother and
stopped a bullet meant for him.

Wesley Sparks, a third member of
the party which did the killing, is to
be tried here in September.

The slayers and their friends cre-att-

a reign of terror in this county
following the murders. Witnesses
were intimidated and some of them
left the country under threats.

Some families moved away leaving
their crops and livestock in the fields.

The murders were the result of in-

formation given to the grand Jury by
Danny Sparks.
